FILE INCOME TAX 
REPORT THIS MONTH 


Under a new act that came into 
force lately, the Business Profits 
, War Tax Act and the Income War 
j Tax Act are placed under the admin- 
‘istration of the Minister of Customs 
and Excise. Taxpayers will this year 
| site their Income ‘ax with the Coi- 
lector of Customs and Excise at the 
nearest Port of Outport to which 
they reside. Wetaskiwin taxpayers 
will therefore file their income tax 
return‘at the local Customs Office. 
All returns must be filed before April 
30th. 


| WETASKIWIN YOUTH 
IN TROUBLE AGAIN 


A Wetaskiwin youth, Charles D. 
Lowe, who set out on an adventurous 
career because he was not “wanted 
at home” as he alleged, had an early 
termination to his wanderings when 
he appeared in the police court on 
Friday morning before Magistrate 
Primrose, charged with the theft of 
a bicycle. We was remanded until 
Tuesday in order that his parents 
might be communicated with. 

A constable stated that at 1:26 a.m. 
Thursday morning he saw the lad 
riding a bicycle up and down the pave- 
ment of Whyte Avenue, and stopped 
to question him. The boy said he lived 
at Bonnie Doon and was on his way 
hime, but on proceeding to the sta- 
tion he told the constaLie that he 
stole the bicycle. 

In reply to the magistrate, the 
youth said that his father lived at 
Wetaskiwin, and that, as he was not 
wanted at home, he had come to Ed- 
monton on a train. He pleaded guilty 
to theft of the bicycle and was re- 
imanded. According to the police, in 
11921 Lowe served a term in the Por- 
tage reformatory for breaking and 
entering a store at Wetaskiwin.—Ed- 
monton Journal.

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SPECIAL STOCK 
TRAIN FOR EAST 


On Friday last a special train of 
stock from Wetaskiwin left for the 
eastern markets, The train was 
made up of thirteen cars of hogs he- 
ing shipped by Johnson & Johnson 
for the Toronto market, and five car- 
loads of cattle, the property of Adam 
Kaiser, Jr., which were going through 
to the Winnipeg market. As this 
was a “stock special” it is expected 
that the C.P.R. will make a record 
run for stock to Winnipeg. 


First Parties of British 
Settlers Reach Halifax 


Halifax, N.S., March 29.—The first 
large party of British farmer settlers 
to arrive in Canada under a joint ar- 
rangement between the Canadian and 
British governments by which these 
families will be assisted to settle on 
farms in Canada, reached Halifax to- 
day by the steamship Canopic. They 
proceeded at once to their destinations 
in Ontario and the western provinces 
by special train. 

The parties consisted of 31 famil- 
ies, totalling 157 souls, and were an 
exceptionally fine type of settler, es- 
pecially selected by officials of the 


Caitadian government immigration dé- 
partment in Great Britain and Ire- 
land. The men have all had farming 
experience and they, their wives and 
children have been selected with a 
view to securing settlers likely to 
prove successful in Canada. Cash as- 
sistance to the extent of three hun- 
dred pounds to each family is being 
provided, as'a loan, by the British 
government, to establish these set- 
tlers on their land,.buy equipment and 
supply nevessaries, until the farms are 
productive. Assistance {s also given 
jointly. by the Canadian and British 
governments toward the cost of trans- 
portation, as a loan to adults and a 
free grant to children. In addition, 
each family has some personal capital 
of its own which will be used in mak- 
ing a start on the land. 

Upon arriyal here, and after com- 
pletion of the immigration formalities, 
the party was turned over to the land 
settlement branch of the Canadian de- 
partment of immigration and coloniza- 
tion, the families will be immediately 
placed in farm homes which have been 
prepared and are ready for their re- 
ception, but no farms will be actually 
sold to the newcomers until the men 
and older boys have worked with the 
neighboring farmers and have shown 
aptitude in Canadian methods likely 
to assure their success. 

The farms will be sold on 25 year 
terms with payments arranged in 
such a way as to amount to little, if 
any, more than a rental of the land. 
All advances, except the grant for the 
the transportation of children, are to 
be ultimately repaid. 

With the exception of one family for 
Nova Scotia, the present party is moy- 
ing entirely to Ontario and the west- 
ern provinces, but subsequent parties 
are to be distributed also in Quebec 
and the Maritime provinces.

A dance will be hel? an the even- 
jing of Yaster -Monda;;'‘tie proceeds 
from which will form the nucleus of 
a fund for the purchase of a park as 
memorial to those who made the su- 
preme sacrifice during the great war. 

The executive suggested that meet- 
ings of the club be held in several 
communities in the Wetaskiwin dis- 
trict during the summer, when each 
member would have a resident of the 
district as a guest, and pay some or- 
ganization for the meal in the usual 
way. <A speaker from the university 
or department of agriculture would 
give an address on the occasion. It 
was thought that meetings held in the 
country would create a better feel- 
ing between the farmers and the city, 
and the idea was met with the unani- 
mous endorsation of the members. 

The club also went on record as 
being in favor of a Memorial park and 
swimming pool, and the committec 
was asked to bring in recommenda- 
tions as to site and the probable cost 

lof same. In the general discussion 
on the subject it was thought advis- 
able to have the memorial take this 
form, rather than spend a lot of 
money on a tablet. It was suggested 
that the swimming pool would be 
‘about 25 x 60 feet, and connected 
with this would be a nicely laid out 
park where the kiddies could play. 
This could also be used as a camping 
place for tourists. The land could be 
purchased this spring, fenced, and the 
itrees set out. Kiwanian Newville 
thought the farmers of the commun- 
‘ity would take a keen interest in 
}a project of this kind and would 
probably form bees and haul gravel 
and assist in other ways in the con- 
struction of the pool, when it was to 
be a memorial for the boys of this 
district. 

Several suggestions were made as 
to how the funds for this memorial 
could be raised, and it was felt that 
there would be no difficulty in “put- 
ting the thing over” if the people of 
the city and district would do their 
little “bit.”

The 1.0.D.E. War Memorial 


In order to perpetuate the memory 
of the men who gave their lives in 
defence of the Empire in the Great 
War, the Imperial Order Daughters 
of the Empire, has inaugurated a War 
Memorial which should be of great 
youth of 
It includes bursaries jn Can- 
adian universities, overseas post grad- 
uate courses and the placing of his- 
torical pictures in schools, 

Nine bursaries—one for each pro- 
yince—are being offered annually for 
a period of eighteen years, For these 
bursaries only the sons and daughters 
of totally disabled or deceased sol- 
diers or sailors are eligible. 

These bursaries are for $1200, $300 
a year for four years. The pupil has 
the choice of which university they 
wish to attend. 

Overseas post graduate scholarships 
for studying in British universities 
are of the value of $1400, One of 
these scholarships is given to each 
province annually. 

How much more effective a living 
memorial of this kind than one of 
marble!

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Why a Board 
Of Trade ? 


The following is an extract from 
the Canadian’s report of an address 
given at the Board of Trade banquet 
at Camrose Tuesday evening: 

Mr. Blue asked, “Why a Board of 
Trade?” or why is a board of trade 
in. a town necessary? Boards of 
Trade, or Chambers of Commerce, 
have come into being in a quite na- 
tural way because they have and are 
fulfilling a function in public life 
that councils and other organizations, 
whose scope is limited, cannot fill. 
The Board of Trade is, according to 
Mr. Blue, the most democratic organ- 
ization in existence, and has grown 
to be a national movement. Its work 
is to create better understanding and 
greater harmony among the citizens 
of a community and particularly be- 
tween urban and rural residents. An- 
other work it has to perform is to pro- 
mote business along fair, competitive 
lines, and justify and strengthen the 
faith of the public in business meth- 
ods. Another important part the 
Board of Trade plays in the life of a 
community is in the assistance it can 
render in solving many of the weighty 
problems that confront the country 
from time to time, many of them na- 
tional in character, such as immigra- 
tion and freight rates. 

Mr. Blue emphasized the need of 
keeping a firm and sane grasp on all 
departments of trade and industry 
when the period of expected prosper- 
ity arrives. Experience has taught 
that periods of depression can, to a 
large extent be avoided and this is

Cutting 
Costs 


The problem of getting production 
and distributing costs down to a bed 
rock basis has taxed the brains of 
many manufacturers, wholesalers and 
retailers to a great extent during the 
past three or four years. The farm- 
er too has not been without his wor- 
ties respecting getling his work done 
cheaper, so as to be able to get his 
grain costs within the selling price of 
that commodity and in increasing his 
revenue from other sources to keep 
pace with increasing expenses. 

Take the matter of interest for ex- 
ample. Corporations allowing debts 
drawing a high rate of interest are 
borrowing at low rates in these times 
of casy money, and are paying off the 
high interest charged and save con- 
siderable real money by doing it. 

Owing to the cost of accommoda- 
tion at the bank merchants have to 
charge their customers a higher rate 
of interest, for credit accommodation. 
In a good many cases their customers 
could borrow directly at the bank and 
pay the merchant, saving two. or 
three per cent on the money by so 
doing. Notwithstanding many rumors 
to the contrary, the Canadian banks 
are still in the business of loaning 
money and do not often turn down the 
man whose credit is good and who 
wants the money fo legitimate — pur- 
poses. 

Banks of course are not the only 
money lenders. There is a great deal 
of money on loan by the loan com- 
panies and insurance companies, and 
individuals. Such money is usually 
loaned for a longer term, but for the 
farmer who owes more than he can 
conveniently settle in a couple of 
yoars time, this sort of money is of 
more value than bank money which is 
expected back within a year at the 
outside. 

It would be interesting to know 
how much money could be saved an- 
nually here in our own district by the 
farmers and others, were real efforts 
made towards that end by all.

THE GARDEN 


Nasurance may be given that for 
the most successful growing of horti- 
cultural crops—fruits, vegetables and 
flowers—-on the open Canadian prairie 
protection from the strong and cool 
winds is essential, Shelter protection 
benefits these crops to a large degree, 
suys Dxperimental Farm Notes. 

The Morden experimental station, 
with the exception of a row of large 
box elder and green ash and cotton- 
wood trees around the old farm house, 


was open prairie in 1916. During that 
season, Caragana and willow hedges 
were planted generously. These have 
developed well, and afford, with other 
subsequent plantings of different ma- 
terials, friendly shelter’ to most of the 
garden areas. However, each season’s

flowers are made in the open for com- 
parison. 

The following general observations 
haye been noted at the Morden ex- 
perimental station and at neighboring 
farmsteads: 

1, Shelter is most desirable when 
found on all four sides of the garden. 

2, If there were but one material 
for garden shelter, the choice would 
be—the Siberian pea tree, Caragana, 
aborescens, 

3. The most effective shelter scems 
to be that afforded by rows of spruce 
trees. These are of rather slow 
growth in early life.

Mineral production in Alberta totall- 
ed in yalue $22,749,662 in the year 
1924, according to the preliminary re- 
port of mineral production issued by 
the Dominion bureau of — statistics. 
This is a decrease from the production 
of the previous year, accounted for 
chiefly by the coal strike during the 
early part of the year. Alberta in 
1924 dropped to fourth place in min-

Coal production for the year was 
yalued at $19,101,209 compared with 
$28,018,308 in 1928, Clay products 
were valued at $539,581 compared with 
$590,565 in 1920. 

Alberta runs a very close second to 
Ontario in the production of natural 
gas, Alberta's production in 1924 hav- 
ing been 7,100,000 thousand cubie feet 
while Ontario's production was $7,422,- 
512 thousand cubic feet. These two 
provinces produce almost the entire 
Canadian production of natural gas. 

Alberta’s production of lime in 1924 
was valued at $36,126 and the produc- 
tion of stone at $19,317 in 1924. 

Since the year 1914, a total of 5381 
tons of tar sands have been taken out 
of the deposits near McMurray for 
experimental purposes. The total im- 
portation of asphalt into Canada was 
18,700 tins in 1924. 

Beekeepers Organize 

The beekeepers of Southern Alberta 
held a meeting recently and organized 
the Alberta Bee-Keepers Association. 
There are now nearly 200 beekeepers 
in the province and last year some 
55,000 pounds of honey was produced. 

New Statistics Book 

A new booklet has been issued by 
the publicity branch of the department 
of agriculture graphically describing 
by charts and statistics the develop- 
ment of the province in agriculture 
and in other lines since its inception 
in 1905, 

Broadcasting Alberta Talks 

The publicity braneh of the provin- 
cial government is now broad casting 
each week, from the radio station of 
the Edmonton Journal, instructional 
talks on the province of Alberta 
Three of these talks have now been 
given, They are broadcast each 
Thursday evening at ten o'clock. 

Wheat Shipments 

Wheat shipments from the Alberta 
divisions of the two transcontinental 
railway companies for the 1924-25 sea- 
son have totalled to date approxi- 
mately 58,861,000 bushels. Making al- 
lowance for the shipment of wheat 
from Saskatchewan points on the Al- 
berta divisions, the total for Alberta 
would be approximately 48,000,000 bu-

shels.

the expenditure had been increased 
instead. It was a shame, he thought,
